The Widdow ſeeing that the young 
Maid followed, ſeized her with violence, ſwore that ſhe ſhould noÞ go with the 
Miniſter, at the ſame time three of her' Rullies ſurrounded the Miniſter, and a 
ter that he had told them that he was amazed they ſhould cooMiit ſuch a violen 
in the Kings High-way on a Sunday, when the buſineſs was only the inſtruction. of 
one of his SubjcCts, being in fear of the Roman Dagger, he went to a Juſtice of 
Peace called Sir Fohn Reresby, to inform him of the whole matter; the Miniſter 
was no ſooner gone than that Mr. Fehu being deſirous to get near the young Maid 
and ſpeak to the Widdow Reinbeau, this Woman without hearing him, fell upon him, 
tore his Perruke and Shoulder knot off, ang ſhe and her Myrmaidons began to cry 
out. a French Papiſt. This piece of Malice had like to.have coſt the Proteſtant his 
life- For at the ſame time ſome of the Mobile who were croudcd about them ſeiz- 
ed him by the Throat ; but the Populace being undeceived, and having underſtood 
the Popsſh trick let go the Proteſtant, which the Papiſts perceiving, they ran into 
a Houle hard by, ſwearing they would cauſe the French Proteſtant to be ſtabbed. 
After they were got-into that Houſe, they immediately'-contrived how to ſecure 
their Prey, for that purpoſe they ſent for a Chair, and had her conveyed away. 
During that Interval Mr. Du-Mareff the Miniſter having diſcourſed Sir Lbs Reveſ. 
by upon this buſineſs, this worthy Juſtice of the Peace, ſent for a Conſtable, and 
gave him a Warrant, the Conſtable performed his Commiſſion, brought the Wid.- 
dow and her Niece, but the other Papiſt prevented his ſeizing them by making 
their eſcape in the Crowd. The Juſtice of the Peace examined them concerning the 
Maid, they confeſſed that ſhe was not an Apprentice, but a Maid they ſet to work, 
and to whom they gave twenty Shillings a year ; upon this, and the Declaration 
which the young Maid made, he diſcharged her, and recommended the care of her 
to the Miniſter, and then proceeded to examine to the bottom the violent aCtion 
which the Women had committed, and upon their Confeſſion, and the Depoſitions 
of ſeveral Witneſſes, he bound them to the Seſſions. This condutt of the Papiſts 
would ſomething ſtartle me, if I did not daily hear of ſuch-like Violences. But 
when I am aſſured that a certain papiſt called Afaiſtre Jacques upon a diſpute of 
Religion did ſo wound a Proteſtant that he is ſince dead of it: VVhen people of 
Honour aſſure me, that they hear Papiſts call the llluſtrious Qneen Elz. a V Vhore, and 
beat thoſe who oppoſe them upon this Subjeft ; when I hear that the Papiſts threat. 
ned ſome years ſince, that they would ſet the Streets a flowing with Blood, when 
that I ſee people that are perverted every day, and who are taken from us by force, 
when I ſee that the Papiſts contemn the Kings Proclamations, that inſtead of with- 
drawing according to his Pleaſure to ſome diſtance from London, they crowd to that 
degree this City and fits Suburbs, that one would ſay they Deſigned to make a 
Garriſon of it ; | donot wonder at this laſt infoleace, and | apprehend much greater 
if care be not taken.
